“NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


FRIENDS AND FOES. 
The death of Prof. Schleiden may serve to remind our wedets of the com. 


‘peaties merits of the friends and foes of Judaism. His loss is too recent to 
enable us to determine with accuracy his position in the history of botany, but 
we believe that next to Mr. Darwin’s contributions, Prof. Schleiden’s botanical — 


theories have been the greatest additions to the science in the presont age. It 


is gratifying to think that Judaism can reckon as one of its staunchest friends a 
man of such calibre. Controsted with him, men of the ty pe of Marr, ticker, 
Henrici sink into well merited insigni‘dicance. . And Schleiden is rot the 
only namé one can cite in proof of the asscrtion that the monarchs of intellect 
_ are on the side of Judaism. Virchow and Mommeen helped in the ood cause | 
during the recent outburst of anti-Semitism. Macauley and George Eliot are 
‘names that make the reputation of Mr. Goldwin Smith pale its ineffectual fires, 


and the persistent advocacy of Lord Beaconfield may compensate for a null. 
tude of petty revilers. It has always been so. Whenever there has been a 
Jewish Question, it will be found that the noblest minds have given tke noblest 
answer toit. St. Bernard, the greatest of the mediwval religions reformers, 
spoke out some courageous words for the downtrodden race. Luther, 
amid much that was unworthy of Lim, kept in the main on the 
the right side. Reuchlin was in favour of tik Jews, Shakespeare at least did 


them justice, Oliver Cromwell gave substantial proof of hissympathy. Lessing's 


masterpiece was a Jewish apologia, and Charles Dickens made full amends for 
an early injustice. Against these names what Is the class’ of persons who 
have declaimed against the Jews? Schopenhauer and Wagner have indeed 
given vint to some pessimistic spleen against the Jews, but apart from them 
the roll of Judq@ophobists is filled up with names liko Pfeffcrcorn, Kisenmenger, 
Chiarini, Marr, and Siécker. Who has ever heard of these names outside the 
round -in which their petty spite has made them notorious? Tho contrast 
between the two lista is too enormous to need any accurate measuremen: to: 
determine their relative superiority. The frietds of the Jews in modern times 
have included most of the men who hive advanced the progress of the human 
race by their intellectual triumphs. The foes of Judaism are uniformly dis- 

tinguished by an utter want of distinction in the higher branches of human 
activity. 


SYNAGOGUE. MUSIC. 


The publication of the musical compositions of the late Mr. J. EK. Mombach , 
-marks an epoch in congregational for Eaglish-speaking Jews. Iitherto 


his tunes” have only liugered in ths memory of thosa who had the benefit of 
hearing them. The late choirmaster of the Great Synagogue was averse to 
writing dowa his compositions and has in fact ouly left the faintest indication 
of the bare melodies. Tae Rev. M. Keizar, so long his colleague, has with the 
assistance of experts deciphered tno master’s notes aad placed the synagogue 


music of English Jews ina fit state before tha Jawvish public. In ths admir- 
able volume which includes these Hebrew melodies are contained the tunes 
with which the religious associations of most English Jews have been connected — 


for the last two generations. Their publication might bemade the occasion of their 
being adopted even more generally among the congregations of the Anglo-Jewish 
world. Music is the universal language. It appeals to all nationalities and to 


all tongues. But music becomes doubly impressive when intérwoven with long 
association and experience. What melody can touch our heart with such force — 
as the Lecho Doudi which we heard when we toddled by our fathers’ side 


to “see Shoblos in.’ Ifthe synagogue melodics are changed too frequently, 
all the benefits derived from old association are necessarily lost. Mr. Mombach’s 
production might very well be adopted to avoid the danger. In the colons, 
the founders of local synagogues have . no doubt heard many of these in their 


youth, and their adoption would form a very desirable link between the genera- 


tions and with the home country. Nothing can more tend to make a Jew “at 
home” than if he heard Yigdal in the colonies to the setting.of Mombach tha’ 


hie. was familiar with in London. Wedo not deprecato invention on the part 


of Jewish musicians, but we would lay great stress ou the importance of old 
association in the case of religious worship. The Council of the United Syna- 


gogue which has now ten synagogues under its charge, might take some steps — 
to introduce unity in this important particularin the practice of the metropolitan — 
synagogues, Another important advantage might follow if Jewish tunes 
became, as it were, stereotyped on the popular miad. Tuere was a time when. 


the whole congregation sung: nowadays they simply. witness. a performance. 


'Thie is greatly to be regretted ; all experience of re. igiougs movements like the - 
Wesleyans and Revivalists shows the important addition to religious fervour — 


giveu by the singing of large bodies of people in full unison. The feeling of 
community cannot fail to be intensified by an action done simultaneously with 


“our féllow-men. All this is lost under our ¢ystem, and what ig more 


this abstinence from congregational singing has important effects on communal 
finances. The aggregate cost of the choirs attached of the United Synagogue 
pearly reaches £1,500. Tho sum appears disproportionately large, and no one 


‘contends that the result is worthy of the expenditure. The choir boys have in 
‘most instances to trudge many weary miles before entering upon their duties, — 


and cannot therefore be expected to do justice either to the airs or to their own 
voices. It might be hoped that in no very distant day the practice of pier 
voluntary choirs may again become usual and that the boys of a West En 


synagogue may not regard the duty of sir ging the praises of God as being beneath — 


their dignity. The publication ot Mr. Mombach’s melodies is an important first . 
step towards supplying these desiderata, by affording opportanitios for theit 
being outside as well as the synagogue,

JAMAICA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Siz,—-To eradicate a disease we must probe it to the core—however painful 


and trying the operation may be. In my last week’s letter I showed what sound 


preaching and zeal had accomplished in regard to the observance of the Sabbath 


in Jamaica, leading almost to the universal closing of Jewish places of business — 


in Kingston on Saturdays. Such was the influence of the Jews then in that city, that 
Mr. Freer, the resident partner of the extensive firm of Middleton, Freer & Co,, 
proposed a general holiday on that day, so that the clerks might have two days 
of rest. and enjoyment. ‘This never extended further than, as now, a half-day 


: holiday, though among the wholesale merchants it is virtually dics non. Ergo, 
- but little or nothing is lost by its observance. And now that preaching and 


influence have go long died out, our coreligionists look upon it as little more than as 
a day of.idleness and pleasure; with many smoking, writing and billiards fill much 
of the Sabbath, with some, posting up their books, or replying to post letters is the 
order of the day, and more than one drive to and from the synagogue on Sabbath. 
With such examples what are we to expect from the rising generation, when 
there is no Jewish school to educate them to their faith, and not a single member 
of either congregation who can even read the Pentatench in Hebrew, to 
translate it, much less the books which expound it? 'There may be one excep- 
tion, a very poor but honest German. With such a state of things, you can 
judge the inevitable consequences. But the spirit of Judaism has by no means 
died out among them. Hence the desire for an “ uptown” synagogue—which 
some of the leaders are ready to accept with oryan/c changes—or anti-Rabbinical 
/principles, 

Here is the rock on which the community must split. It is to prevent this, 
and to create a sound religious union which influenced me to write. Both 
congregations are founded on strictly orthodox and ritualistic laws, and are under 
the direction and decisions of the two Chief Rabbis of London—having 
frequently referred to them on moot points. The ‘‘English and German 
Synagogue,” of which I am the oldest living “ past-warden,” with vested rights, 
subscribed, when Dr. Adler was first elected, a stated sum towards his income, 
cryo, acknowledging his jurisdiction. The “Spanish and Portuguese ” Synagogue 
though not contributing, has frequently consulted Dr. Artom. and bowed to his 


decision, Tue latest incident is a most striking one. A questiou arose—showing 


what a little learning is—in regard to Jewesses joining a choir. Like Dr. 
Herechell’s ¢rifa plate, be broke the union of voices, however musical 
they might have been. It was stopped. . Contrast this incident with our 
(zerman minister's proceedings at a period. On my returning to the island, 
after an extended absence, [ learnt that the. then president, a learned rabbinical 
scholar, had consented to have a cuoir. I found it consisted of young men and 
young women hid bebind a crimson screen with the minister’s wife as leader, 
or rather the husbaud as leader from the Almemar, using a tuning fork to give 
the exact pitch. I need hardly say at first I declined to attend. To interfere. 
would have been worse, Subsequently, for example’s sake, I did attend, and 
found at times those beliind the screen were more numerous than those before it. 
Iced water and giggling were also indulged in. These facts I give toshow the 
condition of Jewish affairs, Any member could have moved an injunction in 


Chancery with far stronger grounds than vestments, flowers, candles, &c. &c. in 


a ritualist church of England. I became passive. — | 
I have given this fact tu show that both congregations are under the Bet/ 
Din, or Raaf, of England. And if they desire a change of ritual—judging by 


our own late changes—nothing could be easier to accomplish than to leave it to 


the authorities here, Any change could thus be effected suitable to a union 
of the two distinct congregations, the Portuguese pronunciation to. me being 
always the most pure and correct. This would, and indeed should, meet. the 
desired ene and form of service. Thus one stumbling-block would be 
removed, 


I now come to the more important part, the religious education of the 
rising generation. Without it the Jews of Jamaica will be ultimately lost to us. 
It is in no possible way obtainable in Jamaica, in the way it should 
be—as the Rev. M. N. Nathan, in his day, so successfully directed it. 
At ono period the gross income of his school was £1,200 per annum. The 


fruits of the Jewish education he afforded in Jamaica alone is to be seen in 
those whom I call his protegés, doing honour to the orthodox Portuguese 
- ministry of London, New York, and Philadelphia, irrespective of the effect of it. 
in their descendants and the congregations of Jamaica, St. Thomas, and New — 
Orleans. I might refer to even earlier fruits of his tutorshipin the “ Seceders” 
congregation of London and the earliest Koglish sermons delivered by him in | 
“Liverpool. To what extent unrequited servicesor reform proclivities haveinfluenced 


his latter years’ connections [ will not presume to say. But this I will say, that 
J recognise in him one of my warmest and sincerest of friends, I introduce his 


-. name and his services because they are material to the question at issue. If he 
could then realize £1,200 per annum by education alone, when boys and girls were 


sent to finish their education in England (to become hereafter only discontented 
in Jamaica), then, I am sure, by union, liberality, and the getting. out of.an. 


~~ Engtishtian “of equal ability and addiess to Mr. Nathan, to be professor, 


lecturer and director of the school, that a net income of £800 to £1,000 
per annum might be guaranteed to him by the joint congregations. Such an 
institution once established would draw children from all parts of the island, as 


well as trom St. Thomas, Barbadoes, Panama, &c. The details of management, | 
- &e,, must be a matter for future consideration, But if conducted on orthodox 
_ principles—without which no child (whatever may be his views hereafter) can 


understand the designs, principles and purity of his faith—I shall be very proud 
to take a part in its management, returning to Jamaica to spend my latter days 


there, and subscribe, small as my resources are, fifty guineas per annum to —

VENTILATION OF THE BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sin,—It was to me a source of genuine satisfaction to perceive that my 

communication concerning the inadequate means of egress from the Bayswater 
Synagogue, which you were good enough to insert some weeks since, is likely to 
prove productive of the most beneficial results, At the last meeting of the. 
Council of the United Synagogue, application was made by the authorities of 
the Constituent Synagogue in question for permission to erect an extra staircase 
and exit in accordance with the terms of my suggestio., and I have no doubt 


that their representations will meet with favourable co-operation. 


But there yet remains another matter of primary importance that is worthy 
of grave attention. It cannot be denied that many individuals in a delicate 
state of health are deterred from attending Service in this, as in other places of 
worship, solely on account of the imperfect state of ventilation. To an almost 


- incredible degree dces the atmosphere influence our sanitary condition, and it 


is scarcely within reason to expect that even persons in a robust state of health,’ 
accustomed as they are to breathe the fresh oxygen so necessary and conducive 
toit,should allow themselves to be confined for any length of time in a building 
where the supply of pure air is unfit to meet the requirements of the respiratory 
process. I therefore sincerely trust that when the question of altering the 
synagogue is revived at the next session the Committee will make the desirable 
provision for removing this imperfection, in erder to guard against any decrease 
in the number of those who assemble to mingle their voices before the Throne

happened is that at the request of somebody of their creed at Constantinople an . 


address hax been sent to the Spanish Government, who, by the ‘special initiative 
of the King, was accorded to offer the hospitality of the country to those who may 
vhoore to go thither, This may be done, T believe, without any modification of the 
existing laws which permit the establishment of foreigners in the country.and which 
allow tolerance to all religions.” Mr. Mocatta continued to observe that he was 
unable to say whether the action referred to by the Spanish Minister emanated from 
asmallora Jarge body. In his opinion it was a. small body, and he could not. see 
what the Russian Jews had todo with the matter. He wasrather inelined to believe 
that the Jews in question were Jews mn Constantinople or on the coast of Morocco, 
who were desirous for business purposes of settling in Spain. Anyhow he did not 
think it destrable in the present stage of the matter. and before ‘more authentic 
information had been received, to address the King of Spain.

Infant Schools was held on Tuesday last at the principal school in Commercial Street, 
Spitalfields. Mr. Nathaniel Montefiore occupied the chair. The annual report and 
balance-sheet were adopted, The Committee, ih their report, congratulate the sub- 


 scribers on the favourable condition and prospects of the schools, and refer them to 


the Government Inspector's statements relative to the continued efficiency and use-- 


fulness of the institution, The success of the collection made last year rendered any’ 


special efforts unnecessary this year ; an appeal was however issued for increased: 
support, but this appeal was not responded to as favourably as could have been: 
desired. Sufficient help was nevertheless obtained to meet present demands, and a: 
hope was expressed that more liberal assistance would be forthcoming in the en-. 
suing year. The report also mentioned that the baby rooms of an infant schooll 
should be carefully conducted, and that the kindergarten system, if properly carried. 
out, would be the best means of so doing, This system in its entirety had not yet 
been adopted in the Jews’ Infant School, but the Committee had received a 5 ° 
tion from Louisa Lady Goldsmid that they’ should give the systema trial Jiady 
Goldsmid having expressed, her willingness to defray the expenses of such trial, the 
Committee had thankfully accepted the offer. The report bore testimony to the con- 
tinued zealous and careful supervision of the Head Mistress, Miss Harvia, as well as 


to the efficiency of the teaching staff, and concluded with the expresso”, of a hope 
thatthe Jewish public would more frequently favour the schools with visits.

Orphan Asylum was held at the institution, Lower Norwood, on Sunday last, for the 


election of twenty additional inmates, and for the distribution of prizes to the 
children already in the Asylum. ‘The fineness of the weather induced nearly six hun- 


dreds.of persons, for the. most part relatives and friends of the inmates, to visit the 


institution. As nearly all these persons travelled by the same train from London 


Bridge Station, extra carriages had to be provided in order to meet the requirements 


of the apparently unexpected increase in the ordinary traffic. : 

Dr. BEHREND, the President, eceupied the Chair, and at his suggestion tho 
following gentlemen were appointed ‘Scrutineers: Messrs, A. L. Lazarus, Edward 
Levy, Henry»Meyer, and Albert Montagu. The result of the election was declared at 
a later period of the day’s proccedings, the following being the names of the success-

At the distribution of prizes, which was held in the large dining hall, Dr. 


Behrend presided, being supported by several members of the Committee and other — 


friends of the institution. Both the dining and entrance halls were decorated with 
palms and plants. The healthly and neat appearance of the children was especially 
commented upon by the visitors. After a song had been capitally rendered by the 
boys and girls, 

Dr, BeHREN} addressed the large assemblage, He said that on the present occa- 
sion it was scarcely necessary for him to trouble the meeting with a long speech, first 
because the name of the institution spoke for itself, and the second place, because the 
claims of the Asylum had been prominently brought before the Jewish community at 
the late successful festival-held in aid of the charity under the presidency of Mr. BL. 
Cohen. <A considerable portion of that success, he was bound to say, was due to the 
exertions of his friends Mr, Samuel Moses and Mr. John I. Solomon. The success of 
the festival enabled him to speak most hopefully of the financial condition of the 
institution. The Committee were making a steady and progressive increase in the 
number of inmates, which had risen from 156 in 1877 to-184 in ISSO. With the addi- 
tional inmates to be elected that day the number would still further be increased tp 
JOS, viz., 122 boys, and 86 girls. Three or four more children would doubtless have 
to be elected under special circumstances, and thusthe number would be brought up 
to Zil to 212. As the total number of children the Asylum could accommodata was 
230. 1 would be seen that they were rapidly approaching that happy condition when the 
Committee would be able to rest on their laurels. With respect to the prizes, he had to

For 
most Jews the sermon is perhaps the mostdistinctive part of the ritual, that 
which distinguishes the services of one Sabbath from that of another, and the 
general impressiveness of religious ceremonies depemls in a large measure on 
the extent to which the sermon has appealed to the congregation. The 
importance of the subject becomes at once manifest from this consideration, 
and has indeed been recognized of late years by all communities in: their

is doubtfal whether sufficient attention is nowadays devoted to this aspect 


of the preacher's art. Considering the dearth of reliable information in 
English on almost all the chief intellectual topics connected with the 
doctrines and history of Judaism, it would be highly desirable that the only 
class of men among us who are in duty bound to be acquainted with the 
soundest information on these subjects should give their congregations a 
little more frequently the results of their reading and their reflection, The 
great achievements of the Jewish race in history might more often be con- 
veyed to us from the pulpit. The historic position of the Jewish religion, 
its relation to other creeds, might be explained by our ministers moro 
frequently. How frequently do we not see Jews, who are otherwise cultured, 


quite posed by a few simple questions from their fellow-citizens of other 


creeds, owing to the absence of all information of the sort in ordinary 
sermons. It is true the pulpit should not be a place for wrangling ; but it 
is quite possible to put the points of difference with other religions without 
degenerating into abuse or disrespect, |

We doubt if any adequate account 
is given of the activity of the prophets in all the Anglo-Jewish pulpits from 
one year’s end to another. It is rare, indeed, to. meet with a preacher who 
gives his flock any notion of the many confirmations and illustrations of 
Holy Writ that have been brought to light in resent years by Assyriolo- 
gists and Egyptologists, Still it may be granted that there should be a 


limit to such sermons of exposition. If too learned they are apt to be too 
dry, if too popular they fail to convey any useful infurmauun. Im steering 


the barque of his discourse between the Scylla and Charybdis of pedantry and 
popularity, the preacher has great difficulties to surmount, it may be granted, 
but difficuities to energetic men were only made to be surmounted. At any 
rate, a little learning is by no means a dangerous thing when offered by a

JEWS IN SMYRNA. 


EFROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
SMYRNA, 17TH JUNE, 1884, 
_ Several incidents, more or Jess touching, have occurred in this locality sincg 


the date of my last letter. On tho afternoon of Friday, the 13.h ult., two Jews, 


named Abraham Ald jiand Saria Balucdji, journeyed from Smyrna to the Village 


| of Bounar-Bachi. Oa their way along the bigh road they were attacked by a 


party of brigands, who seized them and robbed them of what little they had 
about them, After haviog subjected the poor men to almost every conceivable 
kind of torture, the chief of the brigands sent a letter to the Jewish community 
at Smyrna, demanding a ransom of oge thousand pounds, aud threatening that: 
if the amount were not forthcoming the two hostages would be put to death, 
As soon as the report of the misfortune reached this city, it caused considerable 
excitement in tbe Jewish quarier. Tho Local Cominittee of the Allianca 
Israclite immediately waited upon Midhat Pasha (who was still Governor. 
General), and his Highness at onco took precautionary measures with the view 
of rescuing the two prisoners, for the least delay or negligence would infallibly 
have cost these men their lives, a3 is too often the case in Anatolia. But what 
was our surprise and joy on learning two days afterwards that our two coreli- 
gionists had by a miracle succeeved in making their escape. They retained on 
the 16h of May, and were received by the Jewish population with great 
rejoicings. They were conducted from the konak to their houses by a larga 
crowd singing along the route, and this demonstration caused our non-Jowish 


‘towosmen to give expression to their astonishment at the colidarity existing 


among the Jews. 

The above incident naturally leads me to epeak of the public security in this 
country. In spite of my turcophil proclivitics, L must confess that we aro at 
the mercy of thicves, brigands and assassins, who for the most part come here 
fiom the islands of the Archipelago, and who commit their crimes in open day- 
light, in the interior of towns as wellasinthe country. ‘ihe authorities are power- 
lees to change this state of things. They display a carelessuces which we Euro 
peaus cannot understand, 80 that while crimes are perpetrated very frequently 
it rarcly happens that the criminal is arrested and punished. I am told that two 
years ago the Chief of the Police himmcelf was assassinated in a public Cafe in 
his city,and that his murderer walked about without anybody daring to denounce 
him. It is only since the arrival of Midhat Pasha that we enjoy comparative 
security, as his Highness organized a corps of gendarmes, who render bene- 
ficial services to the public by ridding us of largo numbers of the foreign rascals 
by whom Smyrna is infested. I referred to thia subject in my previous letter 
avd mentioned to you that the corps contained several Jews. One of these (an 
officer) was the first to inform Midhat Pasha, on the night of tho 16th ult, that 


‘a delegate of the Sublime Porte had come from Constantinople to arrest him. 


As areward for his kindness to Midhat, the gendarme has since been thrown 
into prison, where he still remains. Your readers will, long before this letter 
reaches you, have become acyuaiuted with tho details of Midhat’s fall... Every- 
body here hopes that this eminent functionary and exccllent-administrator may 
be declared innocent of the charge that has been brought against him, and 
restored to those who so well know how to appreciate him.

But how long will this 


unwillingness last ? How long can it last when those who should lead in adher- 


ence to the dictates of Judaism are leaders in stabbing her to hervery heart ? 
Kaufman Kobler is a leader in the promotion of Sunday: services, and 


he is the minister of the Temple in question. Th? following utterances of his, 


which I cull from the American Iebrew, will show his position but too clearly. 
In a sermon delivered in Chicago, before the Sinai Congregation, printed 
in the /nter Ocean of that city on August 23rd, 1873, Dr. Kohler said, “ The 
Jay has lost ita holiness with the Jews. It cannotbe divine. The Sabbath of 
the Jews is actually Sunday. We shall in atime not very far off adopt the 
Sunday as our Sabbath. We transfer all the blessings of the old historical 
Sabbath day to the public Sabbath.” 


Three years later, on November 1th, 1876, from the same pulpit, Dr. Kohler - 


said of the Sabbath, ‘‘ Whether kept on Friday, as the Mohammedans do, or on 
Sunday or Saturday, it has become Heaven’s sacred messenger. We can sce 
no way of bringing its blessings to bear on the multitude of our business men 
except by holding divine service on Sunday, the actual day of reat with all our 
people. 1 firmly maintain Sunday to be the Jordan of our land of promise.” 
Since the occupancy of his present pulpit, he has again expressed himeclf on the 
subject, and from his lecture delivered in Temple 63rd Street, on December 
27th, 1879, I quote, “A Jewish Sunday Sabbath is for any sober minded, 
conscientious advocate of: reform out of question to-day. The great prophet of 
the exile holds forth the promise that one day all flesh will celebrate the Sabbath 
in common with Israel. And ii /s certainly of no consequence on which day this 
weay be, As yet, the Christian Sabbath stauds for a trinity of Gods.” 

Now, Mr. Editor, what do you think of Dr. Kohler as a Jewish minister 
or propounder of Judaism? Can Judaism connive at the establishment of 
Sunday as the recognised day of rest at the expense of the Saturday-Sabbath ? 
It is all very well to say, ‘‘ We don’t propose to abolish the Saturday-Sabbath 
we will have service then as well, but what we want and must have is a service 
on Sunday for the army of basiness men who have only that day on which 
they have leisure.’’ This is the argument of some; but will the wives and 
daughters, or sisters and lovers, of this army of business men observe the 
Sabbath of the Seventh Day ? Will they not want to go with their husbands 
or sons, fathers, brothers, and lovers? And will they then keep two days 
Sabbath when they do not even keep two days }owdov ? :

From a Turkish Pashalic, Roumania bacame an 
independent Principality and row it ranks amongst the nations as a kingdom. © 
Not without a feeling of intense satisfaction, the Jews here watched the 


course of coming events; they even cooperated and helped to bring about this 
new state of things ; for a change of system either in government or country 
warked for them a change for the better in their condition. Worse 
it could not well become. When, on the 10th of May the 
coronation of our august eovereign took place, the Jews did not remain 
behind their fellow Roumanians in evincing their patriotic feelings alike 
to people, country and king. [’rom various parts of the country the Jows sent 


delegates to Bucharest to congratalate the King on the happy event. Tho | 


Jewish houses were every where splendidly decorated and illuminated during: 
three consecutive evenings, while many Roumanian houses were conspicuous 
through the absence of these signs of patriotic joy. Not only by words, but 
even by deeds did the Jews here give proof of their love for their country ; 
facts are more conclusive than words. Mr. Daniel and Mr. Neuchotz, both 
local bankers, made donations, the first of 15,000 francs to the Roumanian 
Academy, and the latter of 12,000 francs for the support of the widows and 
orphans of those who had fallen during the late war. A certain Mr. Leibowitz, 
also belonging to this town, gave 2,000 francs for various purposes. Well then, 
in spite of all these loyal manifestations, the Jews of Roumania have still the 
privilege—to suffer. Here are some instances. 

A Jew was murdered near Targu-Frumos by @ peasant, who, indeed, was 
soon seized and brought before the Judge of Instruction. Interrogated why he 
had murdered the Jew, a friend answered for the peasant, “ That to kill a Jew 
needs no justification,” and offered iu the Court a reward of 100 francs to every 
oumanian who would kill a Jew, highly praising, at the same time, the act of 
bravery on the part of the peasant. I do not mean to say that the Judgo 
approved of such an absurd proposal, but it suffices to show you the spirit of 
animosity that is still prevailing against us. 

Daring the recent outbreaks of outrages against the Jews of Russia, many 
Jews, to escape the horrors of the day, took refuge on the Roumanian frontier. 
While Austria in the same position received them with open arms and extended 
liberal hospitality to them, the Roumanian commanders of the frontier had the 
peremptory order not to let pass a single Russian Jew. If we take into con- 


sideration that this flight of the Russian Jews across the Roumanian frontier 


was necessary for their self-preservation,such an order from the Government must 
be considered with utter contempt. The Binele Public, writing on the subject, 
indulges in the following remarks: “ While Austria, mighty through its internal 


organization, and great through its territorial extensions troubled with these 


‘dangerous guests’ served by Russia, takes measures against them, measures 
dictated by a veritable patriotism and a high political wisdom, our ministers are 
satisfied to lull us in assurances of a very fallacious kind, and to keep open our 
frontiers to an ‘uncivilised and rapacious element which. threatens to suffocate 
‘ud entirely.’ ”

open their institution with only four inmates, a number which has now been ~ 


increased to seven, four of them being Sephardim, and three Asekenazim. This 
establishment, which was founded on strictly outhodox principles, and wherein 


— @ sound Hebrew instruction was added to the rudiments of a secular European 


instruction, was mot at the outset with a decided and reckless opposition on 
the part of the Ashkenazim. The relatives of such of them (Ashkenazim) as 
dared confide their orphans to this asylum were mercilessly persecuted, their part 
of the alms money (/alu/auh) was retained, and the foullest insults offered to 
them, as to all supporters of the institution, in the form of placards posted up on 
the walls of the synagogues and private hansen throughout the Jewish quarter, 
those of tho unhappy victims not excepted, or stack upon the backs of itinerant 


dogs, an original way of evincing hatred and contempt. All this proving itself 


of no avail, there was formed a league called “ Guardians of the Walls of 
Zion,’ whose members bound themselves by their signatures to stand one for all 


and all fur one—to ill-use anyono that belonged to the staff or to the 


friends of the asylum. Tne German Consal, Biroa von Miinchhausen, having 
heard of this announcement, gave warning to these defenders of the Faith that 
he had taken this establishment under his special protection, and that he would 
do the utmost ia his power to bring to due punishment anyone overstepping 


the limite of the law, and it was thought pradent to lay by for happier times the | 
practical admonitions intended for the daring friends of new things, 


That they do so in. a way not quite in accordance with the modern 
ideas of picty, the following occurrence will prove. Some days ago one of the 
teachers of the establishment, specia'ly odious to our zealots on account of 
his having received his education in London, where be might’ have imbibed 
heterodox principles, had the misfortune to lose a clrild. It was on the 
eve of a Sabbath, and he, therefore, the following moruing sent to the presidents 
of the Chevra Kalisha (vious brotherhood), requesting that the child accord- 
ing to custom might be taken away for interment in the night. Sabbath being 
over, the beadle of the brotherhood made iaieed his appearance, accompanied 
by one of their delegates who, in their name, declared to the bereaved father 
that his child would not be interred, unless he signed an engagement hence- 
forth to resign his profession as a teacher, This the young man
